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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1 999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Inoue 
et al. 

Inoue et al discloses an image recording/reproducing apparatus that shows all 
the limitations recited in claims 13, and 16, including the feature of reproducing data 
form a medium on which multi-frame data and data of a number of frames comprising 
the multi-frame data are recorded (See Inoue et al's Figure 1, components 53, and 52), 
the feature of processing the multi-frame data on the basis of the data of the number of 
frames reproduced in the reproducing step wherein the multi-frame data represents a 
multi-frame composed of plural rectangular frames each being of the same size as 
specified in the present claims 13, and 18. (See Inoue et al's Figure 8, and 5-6, and 
furthermore, see Inoue et al's column 6, lines 3-12, and column 9, lines 3-14). 
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With regard to claims 14, and 17, the feature of the medium being a disk 
recording medium as specified thereof is present in Inoue et al. (See Inoue et al's 
Figure 1 , component 53). 

With regard to claims 15, and, 18, the feature of the multi-frame data comprises 
compressed data as specified thereof is present in the cited reference of Inoue et al. 
(See Inoue et al's Figure 2b, component 25).
